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REPORT ON ANNUAL MEETING 


The Board of Trustees of the Temperance 
League of New Jersey met Monday, January 28, 
in the North Orange Baptist Church, 

Expressions of sympathy were voiced in 
connection with the death of two members of the 
group during the year. The deceased were the 
Rev. Frederick P. Mudge of Morristown, a faith- 
ful member of the Executive Committee and Dr. 
Frederick L. Mintel of Rahway, a Trustee repre- 
senting the New Jersey Christian Endeavor 
Union. 

The League treasurer, Don J. C. Drew, re- 
ported that the League had met its financial ob- 
ligations for the year and that the new budget 
provided for an anticipated increase in receipts. 

Mr. Cox presented the matter of raising a 
special $5000 fund for expanding the program in 
the schools by employing additional personnel. 
Members of the Board present pledged a total of 
$2500 toward the goal. Thus far payments total- 
ing $750 have been received on these pledges. 

Several minor changes in the Constitution 
were recommended by the Executive Secretary. 
The changes were adopted. 

All officers who served the League during 
1956 were reelected. 

The Exeeutive Secretary’s report was dis- 
tributed. The report showed gains in church co- 
operation. Schools visited in the interest of the 
educational program totaled 19. Fighty lectures 
were delivered to a total of 9,068 students. 

The Committee of Resolutions, among other 
things, suggested a continuance of the activi- 
ties of the Committee for Christmas Safety. An 
expression of appreciation wastendered the host 
church for the fine cooperation given the League. 

The ladies of the church served an excell- 
ent dinner to the more than 70 trustees and 
friends of the League. Afterwards Dr. Hardin, 
pastor of North Orange Baptist Church, chal- 





lenged the group with a thought provoking mes- 
sage entitled ‘‘Make the Most of your Oppor 
tunity.’’

BARGAIN COUNTER 


Two big breweries went on 

the block at bargain prices 

last month, reflecting the 

generally flat fortunes of 
the beer industry. 


‘**There are,’’ a well-known brewer likes 
to comment, ‘‘only two things wrong with the 
beer business; too many breweries and too few 
beer drinkers.’’ Since World War II, the U.S.’ 
total brewing capacity has risen 50% to 135 mil- 
lion barrels, but annual consumption has risen 
only 4% to 85 million barrels. The result has 
been insipid sales and evaporating profits for 
most brewing companies. 

Goodbye to Guinness. At opposite ends of 
the U. S. last month, the consequences of this 
stagnancy were painfully clear to a brace of 
well-known names in the business. In Detroit, 
Goebel Brewing’s Edwin J. Anderson announced 
he was dropping as unprofitable his line of 
premium-priced brews produced under license 
from Dublin’s famed Guinness brewery. He also 
told stockholders that he had finally found a 
buyer for Goebel’s long-idle Oakland, Calif. 
plant. The price, however, was nothing for 
stockholders to cheer about. On the sale price 
of $400,000, Goebel was taking a fat loss of 
$340,000. 

Goebel’s Anderson invaded Califomia in 
1949, hoping to make up in that prosperous mar 
ket for the squeeze he was suffering in Michi- 
gan. But he soon found out that other brewers, 





Anheuser-Busch, Pabst, Rheingold, Falstaff 
and Schlitz among them, had the same idea. Cali- 
fornia, too, turned out to be a case of too much 
beer and too few drinkers. 

Brewing Bargains. Newark, N. J.’s family- 
controlled G. Kreuger Brewing Co. was making 
the same uncomfortable discovery in the sprawl- 
ing New York metropolitan area. Kreuger’s sales 
dropped from 1948’s peak of $15 million to last 
year’s $10.9 million, and the company has been 
in the red regularly since 1952. 

Apparently unable to tum the tide, the 
Kreuger family last month sold their 167,000 
shares of Kreuger stock, amounting to an abso- 
lute 67% control, at a knockdown price of 
$920,000 to John Eisenbeiss. This amounted to 
less than 25¢ on the dollar for Kreuger’s work- 
ing capital and property. 

The bargain-counter prices which the 
Kreuger and Goebel Breweries fetched last 
month clearly reflected the current flat state of 
the brewing business. Thus they may tum out 
to be bargains only on paper. Before Eisenbeiss 
can profit from his bargain, he will have to re- 
verse Kreuger’s long downtrend. Says he hope- 
fully: ‘‘We plan to cut expenses, and try some 


new ideas.’”’

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
PRAISES DRUNKOMETER 


The use of the drunkometer was credited 
with increasing by 316 per cent the number of 
drunk driving convictions since 1953 by the State 
Attorney General Grover C. Richmond. 

Said Mr. Richmond, ‘*The record number 
of convictions can be attributed largely to the 
drunkometer, plus its acceptance by the courts 
for its undisputed evidential value.’’ 

Superintendent of state police, Colonel 
Joseph D. Rutter, said 565 drivers were arrested 
on drunken driving charges last year and 535 
were convicted. The findings of the drunkometer 
were used as evidence in obtaining 400 of the 
535 convictions. 

Currently the drunkometer can be used in 
obtaining evidence only with the consent of the 
driver suspected of being under the influence of 
alcohol. A bill, A143, introduced by Assembly- 
man William R. Vanderbilt of Union County, is 
now up for consideration. If enacted into law it 
would provide for automatic suspension of driv- 
ing privileges for those persons who refused to 
submit to a drunkometer test when requested by 
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a police officer who has reason to suspect the 
operator of the motor vehicle to be under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. 

There is little doubt that mandatory tests 
would result in tighter enforcement and a larger 
number of arrests and convictions on drunk driv- 
ing charges.

The executive committee has made careful 
inquiry and found the cost of renting billboard 
space makes it difficult forus to realize our am- 
bitions in this respect. It would cost a minimum 
of $1,812 per year for 4 signs in one rural coun- 
ty. In Middlesex County the minimum number of 
signs for which we could contract would be 6 
and the cost $4,014 per year. 

A Newark business executive, having read 
the newspaper account of our meeting, tele- 
phoned the office and offered a practical sug- 
gestion. He reminded us there are likely some 
Christian folk and churches who would be will- 
ing to help by allowing the League to post signs 
on their property without charge. 

If, therefore, you have a location on a well 
traveled highway, or a building wall in town, 
would you allow the League to use it that we 
might advertise the wisdom of abstinence? The 
League could undertake to provide a limited 
number of such signs.

The Temperance League of New Jersey is the only church sponsored, church managed 
and church financed agency going into the high schools of the state, teaching facts concerning 
alcohol and its effect on those who drink. 

The program has found wide 
acceptance among schools in all 
parts ofthe state. It has won warm 
praise from teachers and students. 
Many principals have arranged 
special schedules so as to give 
every student the opportunity to 
hear the lecture in small groups. 
It is not infrequent for the lecture 
tobe given to eight classes a day 
for two or three days in the same 
school. 

Students are invited to ask 
questions. Their queries indicate 
many have been led to believe 
some of the popular theories re- 
garding the supposed “‘beneficial’’ 
uses of alcohol. Most of these 
theories originated hundreds of 
years ago but modern science has 
proven they have no basis of fact.

It is very evident our teenagers do not have closed minds. They will listen to facts 
when presented objectively and with respect for their intelligence. It is that this work might be 
expanded that we seek the support of you and your church. We would also back up the school pro- 
gram with the use of posters and other media to keep young people mindful of the fact that abstin- 
ence helps prepare them fora happier and a more successful way of life inkeeping with God’s plan 
and purpose.
